Gasoline Tank Explodes, 
Tossing C. G.* Hannah, G. 
G. Goree and Chauffeur 
High Into the Air. | 


men narrowly escaped death 
Monday afternoon shortly before 2 
o'clock on the Collier road, near the 
Howell Mill road, when a five-passen- 
ger automodile, owned by C. G. Han- 
nah, of 625 
pleces a terrific explosion 
gasoline tank, placed underneath 
front seat of the machine. 

Mr. Hannah, with G. G. Goree, of 
Drewry street, had been out real es- 
tate prospecting on the Howell Mill 
road. They had just turned into the 
Collier road and were speeding at the 
rate of about twenty miles an hour 
when the explosion occurred. 

Mr. Goree and Mr. Hannah and the 
chauffeur were thrown high into the 
air. Mr. Goree landed fully twenty feet 
from the place in the road where the 
explosion occurred. He was picked up 
half unconscious, his arms burned badly 
by the burning oll. 

Pieces of the shattered gasoline tank, 
were hurled 100 feet each 
side of the roadway, landing in 
woods, setting fire to them. A spec- 
tacular sight ensued. The car burst 
into flames, and was soon burned up. 
The woods caught fire, but were soon 
extinguished by county policemen, who 
came up on motorcycles. 

Mr. Hannah escaped uninjured in the 
explosion, except being badly bruised 
when pitched violently from his car. 

A passing automobile was summon- 
ed and Mr. Goree was placed in it and 
rushed to the city for medical atten- 
tion. His wounds were later reported 
as not serious.

America Must Finance Cotton. 

Senator Ransdell, of Louisiana, read 
the following telegram received tonight 
from E. J. Glenny, president of the New 
Orleans Cotton exchange, which epi- | 
tomized the situation discussed at the! 
conference: 

“Present condition foreign exchange 
makes it impossible to export cotton. 
Therefore America will have to finance 
cotton until conditions become more 
nearly normal. It is therefore evident 
that the price of cotton must suffer, en- 
tailing heavy losses upon farmers un- 
less banks receive some assistance be- 
yond their normal resources. Cannot 
something be done by the government 
to assist in this matter. Beyond the 
financial conditions is- the lack of 
neutral bottoms to carry the requisite 
amount of cotton, to bring any sub- 
stantial relief financially,.and as the |} 
exports of cotton annually amount to | 
nearly 10,000,000 bales the amount of | 
money involved will be large. This | 
would not all be necessary at once, but | 
any assistance offered by the govern- | 
ment would go a long way towards re- | 
storing confidence. The loss will fall | 
almost entirely upon the farming class, | 
as cotton has not left the farmers’ 
hands and the merchants cannot buy! 
without financial assistance 

Wheat and Cotton. 

Senator Ransdell also suggested in- 
viting the congressman from the wheat 
growing states to participate. 

Senator West, of Georgia, 
that wheat was on a different basis 
from cotton. Wheat would go up in 
price if the transportation problem 
was solved, he said, because there 
would still be a demand for wheat to 
feed the armies as well as non-com- 
batants.

Kaiser Is- Throwing His

Is Reported by Russians. 


Berlin, August 3.—The German 
troops from Lwublinitz, Silesia, today, 
after a short skirmish* with Russians, 
took possession of Czenstochowa, Rus- 
sian Poland. 

Bendzin and Kalish, Russian Poland, 
also have been occupied by the Ger- 
mans. 

Czenstochowa is a city of 50,000 in- 
habitants on the river Waethe near the 
Silesian frontier. It is noted chiefly 
for its manufactures of woolen and cot- 
ton cloths and paper. : 

Bendzin is a coal and zinc mining 
center. It has a population of slight- 
ly more than 20,000 about half of whom 
are Jews. 

Kalish is the capital of the province 
of the same name. It is the most west- 
erly city in Russian Poland. Its pop- 
Ulation of 20,000 is engaged in various 
manufactures.

NEGRO rilctWAYMAN 
AILLED BY MILITIA 


Two members of Battery 
in a lively skirmish last 
10 o'clock with a band of 
peradoes in Sinkowitz alley, just off 
Pratt and Decatur streets, with the 
result that an alleged negro highway- 
man, named Cliff Howell, of 35-B Tay- 
lor street, known to the police as 
“Smoots,”’ was riddled with bullets, 
and a negro woman slightly wounded. 

The soldiers were’ searching the 
neighborhood for a member of Battery 
B, who had failed to pay a court-mar- 
tial fine of $10, and was to ibe sent to 
the Fulton Tower to serve ten days in- 
stead. 

The soldiers were Sergeant G. 
Griff, 24 years old, of 111 North Jack- 
son street, and Corporal I. 4V. Jackson, 
21 years old, of 20 Fitzgerald street. 

A tip was given them that they 
could find their man somewhere on 
Pratt street, where they had been ‘to 
Search the neighborhood for him. They 
had turned their steps back to the 
armory, when, at the entrance of 
Sinkowitz alley, a band of negroes at- 
tacked them. 

Before McGriff could get his revolver 
out a briackbat had struck him In his 
mouth. He quickly reached for his 
gun and shot at the negro before he 
could secure another vrickbat. He fired 
twice, according to his statement. 
About the same time Corporal Jackson 
opened fire. Three bullets hit Howell. 
He was rushed to the Grady hospital, 
where he died a few minutes later. 

Policemen Knight and Ford rushed 
to the scene of the conflict, and the 
two young men immediately surrender- 
ed. They were carried to headquarters, 
where they were held under the charge 
of murder, awaiting a coroner’s in- 
quest, which will be held this morning. 

Plain Clothes Policemen Milam and 
Watson went to the hospital to look 
at the negro who had been killed. 
They recognized him as one “Smoots,”’ 
for whom they had been looking: for 
some time.

M. Vandiver, a prosperous farmer, 
was found dying of _ self-inflicted 
wounds at his home one mile south of 
here this afternoon by a posse organ- 
ized to capture him for the shooting of 
Sheriff J. R. Shadburn, a short time 
previously. Vandiver breathed his last 
just after the posse arrived. Sheriff 
Shadburn, although he received two 
loads in the back and one in the side 
from Vandiver’s shotgun, is expected 
to recover. 

Shadburn, who is sheriff of the city 
court of Buford, armed with a warrant 
charging Vandiver with wife-beating, 
went to the farmer’s home at 2 o'clock 
Monday afternoon to serve the paper. 
He was accompanied by Sheriff E. 5S. 


Garner, of Gwinnett county, who also 
had papers to serve against Vandiver. 

The two officers, meeting Vandiver 
in a field, were asked, to accompany 
him to his house. Leaving the two 
sheriffs outside, Vandiver, it is re- 
ported, entered, secured a shotgun and, 
leaping from a window, attempted to 
escape through a cotton patch. When 
Sheriff Shadburn shot at him, Vandiver 
is said to have turned around and fired 
at the officer three times, each charge 
taking effect. 

Sheriff Garner immediately rushed 
his badly-wounded comrade back to 
Buford, where a posse was formed to 
return for Vandiver. Upon reaching 
the scene the posse found that the 
farmer had evaded capture by fatally 
shooting himself with the same gun 
he had used upon Shadburn. 

Vandiver was about 40 years old, and 
leaves a wife and two children.

the currency that is necessary is in 
circulation at this time.” 

There probably never was another 
day in the history of the country on 
which such a variety of comprehen- 
sive measures was put into force. 
Banks of large cities throughout the 
country decided to issue clearing house 
certificate to furnish an additional me- 
dium of circulation in settlement of 
transactions among banks. Many mil- 
lion dollars of Aldrich-Vreeland 
emergency currency were shipped to 
financial centers. The recent enormous 
outflow of gold to Europe was believed 
to have been stopped effectually. 

It took several hours of rapid work 
this morning to put these steps into 
operation. 

Until that had been accomplished the 
financial district was .under a strain, 


‘but as the hours passed without se- 


rious difficulties the tension relaxed 
until at the close of the day Wall street 
was abnormally dull. 

Withdrawals from banks were not 
large enough to signify widespread 
public uneasiness. 


More Currency Than Ever. 


As a result of today’s action there 
now is in circulation more currency 
than at any previous time in the his- 
tory of the country. Clearing house 
certificates of $20,000,000 were issued 
today, and it was expected that fur- 
ther large amounts ‘would be demanded 
shortly. During the 1907 panic the 
maximum amount.of certificates issued 
was $103,000,000. 

During the time clearing house cer- 
tificates are in circulation the weekly 
— bank statement will not be is- 
sued. 

Stock exchange brokers today set- 
tled down for a long period of inac- 
tivity, for it was the general opinion 
that the market would not be reopened 
for several] weeks. Commission houses 
reported a considerable demand for 
stocks from investors 

Efforts were made to stop transac- 
tions in stocks by irresponsible private 
concerns, some of which, taking ad- 
vantage of the suspension of the ex- 
change, endeavored to set themselves 
A committee of stock 
exchange brokers was appointed to ap- 
peal to newspaper publishers to reject 
objectionable advertisements from such 
persons.

TIMELY SUGGESTIONS 
TO GEORGIA PRODUCERS 


Editor Constitution: Great wars and 
rumors of wars always affect trade. S5o 
closely bound together are the nations of 
earth, through economic laws, that the suf- 
fering of one involves the others. The call 
to arms is a call away from the fields and 
factories. There is a large non-productive, 
dependent class artifically created. Food 
products naturally become _ scarce. Those 
nations at peace are called upon to supply 
the granaries of the world. The cost of 
living increases both at home and abroad. 
Witness the slump in the cotton market 
due to the impending crisis in Europe and 
the rise in wheat for the same reason. 
Wherein does it concern the southern 
farmer? The answer is apparent. The prices 
for cotton are likely to be lower this fall 
owing to the necessary reduction in exports. 
Cotton is king in the south. There will 
be a return to normal conditions. Two sug- 
gestions are offered as being timely, espe- 
cially since the harvest season has begun 
in some sections: 

First. Farmers, hold your cotton as far 
as it is possible for you to do so. Watch 
the progress of events. You will have to be 
a cosmopolitan, in that your chief staple 
enters the markets of the world. Peace 
brings blessings to you. A European war 
affects your profits. 

Second. Do not be too hasty in selling 
food products. You can afford to lay in 
store for future needs. Watch the cattle. 
Give heed to the hogs. Conserve your 
wheat, rice, potato, corn and other food 
crops. It would be far better to have these 
food products in abundance and for sale 
than to depend upon cotton. Study the 
markets. Again, let us all give thanks for 
peace and prosperity within our borders and 
may the day be hastened when men shall 
beat their swords into plowshares and arbi- 
tration shall be the universal method for the 
settlement of all disputes.

It 
it sometimes said that our present laws 
would be entirely satisfactory if only they 
could be properly administered and _ all 
property, visible and invisible, made to 
appear on the tax books at full value This, 
however, is far from being the case as the 
recent discussion, both in and out of the 
legislature, of the taxation of notes and 
mortgages with itS consequent trouble and 
triple taxation, has brought out. The better 
our present laws are administered the more 
glaring will appear their imperfections. 

I believe that it would greatly help to 
the attainment of a better system of state 
finance if the next legislature at its first 
session would appoint a commission to study 
the subject of taxationgand report to the 
legislature.

years on the bench The Wright family, 

" hich has heretofore presented “a united 

front in north Georgia politics, is split into 

opposing factions by this race and ill feel- 
ing has been engendered which will possi- 
bly last for a number of years. 

Charges and counter charges have been 
flying thick and fast between the adherents 


of Moses Wright and Wesley Shropshire, and 


the mails and public prints have been 
ressed into service for the campaign ,as 
bell as speeches on the stump. The op- 
ponents of Judge Wright assert that he was 
a party to a deliberate attempt to wreck 
the Rome State Mutual Life Insurance com- 
pany, now in the hands of a receiver, when 
he disqualified in the cases involving the 
company, and Judge A. W. Fite, of Carters- 
ville, took jurisdiction. On the other hand, 
Judge Wright's supporters assert that the 
fight against him {5s engendered by the 
efforts of disgruntled attorneys who are 
engry because they cannot control his 
judicial actions. 

Another feature that enters into the race 
ie Judge Wright's handling of the Lyerly 
bank robbery cases. Frank Matthews and 
Mark MecNew were convicted and sentenced 
to ten years each for the robbery of the 
Lyerly bank last January, in which $4,000 in 
cash was taken. The sentences were sus- 
pended during an appeal to the higher 
courts. Upon Judge Wright’s order Mat- 
thews, who suffered from tuberculosis, was 
not confined in the Chattooga county jail, 
but was kept in a tent under guard in the 
woods. Matthews died a few weeks ago at 
the improvised hospital where he was kept. 
Opponents of Judge Wright have circulated 
campaign stories in Chattooga county to the 
effect that Matthews did not die, but was 
allowed to escape and go to his home in 
Texas. These are samples of the violent 
campaign that is being waged on _ both 
sides.

STATE TO PRO 
BY NEW MEAT LAW: 


Councilman McCord Be- 
lieves Price of Meat in At- 
lanta Will Be Lowered by 
His Ordinance.

The embargo on farm-raised meat, 4 


restriction which is estimated to have 
cost Georgia farmers more than $300,- 
000 a year by forcing them to find a 
market outside of Atlanta, was lifted 
yesterday when Atlanta’s general coun- 
cil passed the McCord “meat law” and 
took final action regarding its en- 
forcement. 

The ordinance is regarded as the 
most effective measure to combat the 
present high price of meat adopted in 
years. Members of the Retail Grocers 


and Grocers’ association, and others 
who recommended the ordinance, look 
to it to economize food by offering the 
farmer a market to compete with the 
big packers of the west. 

For Georgia Farmers. 

“The law was not only introduced 
in the interest of the consumer in At- 
lanta,’’ Councilman McCord, author of 
the measure, says, “but for the Geor- 
Sia farmer as well. The law should 
act as an incentive to the small farmer 
to give more attention to animal hus- 
bandry, produce better stock and 
slaughter his stock for competition in 
Atlanta against the packers. Opening 
a market here for the farmer will also 
have the effect of keeping down the 
price of meat, and the consumer will 
be benefited.” 

Because of the operation of a law 
in Atlanta which prohibited the farmer 
from shipping his meat into Atlanta, 
grocers and butchers have been de- 
pendent entirely on the packers for 
their food products. The McCord law 
effectively lifts the embargo, and at the 
Same time it safeguards the pwblic 
against the shipment of unfit or un- 
wholesome meat into the city. 

Under the McCord law, the farmer 
can slaughter beef, sheep, hogs or other 
stock on his farm, and the only re- 
quirements he is subjected to is an in- 
spection by an official in the city, town 
Or county in which the meat is slaugh- 
tered. A certificate of inspection is 
required to accompany the shipment 
into Atlanta, and where the railroad 
makes thé inspection a certificate is re- 
quired to show that at the time the 
meat was Offered for shipment it was 
in sound ard wholesome condition. The 
McCord law requires that the railroad 
certificate be sent immediately. Upon 
arrival of the consignment in Atlanta, 
inspectors of the board of health make 
another examination. Thus, the meat 
is subjected to a double inspection. 

Haden Protested., 


Recently, President Haden, of the 
Georgia chamber, protested on behalf 
of the Georgia farmer, against the 
strict provisions of the ordinance 
which is now in effect. This ordinance 
was framed by the health board with 
a view of preventing 
farmers from shipping diseased or un- 
fit meat into the city, but at the same 


| time the restrictions were so great that 


it was impossible for the honest farmer 
to wet a market in Atlanta. As a con- 
sequence, farmers were discouraged 
in their stock enterprise, and the big 
packers who were able to maintain a 
State, city and government inspector, 
gained a monopoly and fixed the price 
for which the butchers and grocers 
paid for meat. 

Councilman McCord’s law was sub- 
jected to rigid investigation by coun- 
cilcommittees before it was adopted. 
The: city health board considered the 
measure at great length, and adopted it 
unanimously on the indorsement of Dr. 
J. P. Kennedy, city phvsician. 
council commitees threshed out the 
law, and in its present shape it is said 
to be legally perfect.

STAND ON PARCEL POST 
EXPLAINED BY HARDWICK

Congressman T. W. Hardwick, can- 
didate for the United States senate, has 
written the following card in reply to 
a statement given out by Governor 
Slaton several days ago:
